DESCRIPTION. 

OUK STANDARD CRIMPED ROOFING is made from 
Charcoal Iron, about 26 gauge, annealed in a new and improved 
manner, which makes it the best possible material for metal roofing. 
Each sheet is warranted to be free from holes, scales and other im- 
perfections. The iron is painted on both sides with the best known 
metallic paint. Sheets^ are eight feet long and two feet wide ; weight 
about twelve and one-half pounds each. These sheets can be used 
on roofs of any^ size without waste ; the iron being very soft and 
pliable, it can be cut and spliced by means of our lock-joint. 




As shown in this cut, the sheets have a crimp on each edge. 
These crimps lap over each other, and are supported by a triangular 
wood strip, the whole nailed together by means of our wire barbed 
nails, which go through both sheets, the triangular wood strip, and 
extend about one-half inch into the sheathing boards, as represented 
by the following cut. 




The nails are driven in at an angle, and above where the water 
runs, so that it is impossible for them to cause a leak in the roof. 
This mode of fastening is the best ever adopted for metal roofing. 
It is very strong, and cannot blow off. Expansion and contraction 
are so well provided for that the fastenings never come loose from 
the effects of heat and cold. It is also very simple— any one can 
easily put it on. ^o tools are required but a pair of tinner's hand 
snips to cut the iron and a hammer to drive the nails. We use -no 
cleats or caps, such as are used on so-called "elastic joint'' roofing, 
which give trouble in putting on, and soon become loose, causing 
roofs to leak and making them liable to blow off. 
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This cut shows how the ends of sheets spliced by means of 
the "lock-joint." No nails are driven into the iron, excepting on the 
<irimp, above where the water rims as described. We furnish the 
triangular wood strips and wire barbed nails, and send the roofing 
-complete, ready to be put on. 

This roofing is used on sheathing boards for all kinds of build- 
ings and on roofs of any shape. Any pitch will do above one inch 
fall to the foot. 

We also make "Center Crimp" roofing and siding, as represen- 
ted in the following cut: 




An extra crimp is put in the center of sheet to stiffen it. This 
kind can also be used on sheathing boards, but it is generally used 
direct on the rafters, and for siding, direct on the studding or posts 
-without the use of boards. Rafters and studding or posts should be 
placed twenty-three inches apart between centers. It can be used 
in this manner for saw and planing mills, rolling mills, cotton sheds, 
ixnd factories exposed to fire from the inside.

This cut shows a sheet of^ Corrugated Iron such ae is used on 
sides of buildings. Corrugations are two and one-half inches a]>art 
liom center to center. These sheets can be furnished in lengths to 
suit the buildings.
